The  County  Analyst,  Dr.  Moiling  for  the  examination  of  water, 
also  the  Public  Health  Service  Laboratory  at  Monsal  Hospital,  Manchester, 

Ambulance  f aci  lit!  es  : 


The  Council  administers  the  service  for  the  County  under  the 
direction  of  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer.  A full  time  Driver  and 
a part-time  attendant  are  stationed  with  the  Ambulance  at  Alsager. 


During  the  year  19  54,  the  Ambulance  has 
covering  a distance  of  22,536  miles,  and  209 


been  out  on  848  occasions 
emergencies . 


Health  Visitor: 

The  Health  Visitor  for  the  area  Is  Nurse  E.G.  Smith  S.R.N,  S,C.M, 
A.V.  She  attends  the  school  clinic  throe  times  daily  also  the 
Infant  Welfare  Clinic  on  Tuesday  at  forni^itly  intervals.  She  is  also 
responsible  for  visiting  certain  old  people.  Tuberculosis  cases  and 
mental  defectives.  She  can  be  contacted  at  the  School  Clinic  any 
morning  between  9.a.j:a,  to  lO.a.m.  (Telephone  No,  Alsager  628). 


Nursing  in  the  homo: 

Nueso  Weatherall  S.R.N,  (Telephone  No.  Alsager  67)  is  employed 
full  time  in  the  Alsager  Urban  District  and  in  Radway  Green  and 
Earthomloy.  In  certain  cases  on  the  recommendations  of  the  Locp.1 
Health  Visitor,  Homo  Helps  can  bo  obtained  from  the  Divisional  Officer 

at  Congloton, 

For  the  nursing  of  certain  infectious  diseased  patients  are  at 
once  removed  to  an  Isolation  Hospital  unless  private  Isolation  can  bo 

provided. 


Crewe  Isolation  Hospital,  Macclesfield  Isolation  are  available 

for  this  area. 

General  cases  can  obtain  treatment  from  their  Looal  Medical 
Practitioners  by  arrangement  with  the  North  Staffordshire  Royal 
Infirmary,  City  General  Hospital  or  the  Crewe  Memorial  Hospital, 

Tuberculosis ; 

There  was  one  death  from  Tuberculosis  during  the  year  In  this 
District,  Immunisation  against  Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Cough, 

Record  cards  of  immunisation  against  Diphtheria  and  Whooping 
Cough  are  supplied  by  tho  County  Council  and  are  kept  in  all  cases. 

They  are  filled  up  by  the  Doctor  completing  the  process  and 
forwarded  to  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer,  11,  West  Street,  Congleton, 

An  exanple  of  tho  value  of  immunisation  against  Diphtheria  is 
shown  in  this  district  by  tho  fact  that  there  has  been  no  notification 
of  Diphtheria  for  five  years  and  oven  then  when  thoro  was  a notification 
tho  case  was  proved  to  be  Glandular  Fever  when  it  went  into  Crewe 
Isolation  Hospital, 

Infant  Welfare : 


An  Infant  Welfare  Clinic  is  held  on  alternate  Tuesday  aftornoons 
at  St,  Mary’s  Hall, 

Orthopaodi o Clinic : 


An  Orthopaedic  Clinic  is  hold  at  the  Railway  Ambulanco  Rooms, 
Crowe  at  which  an  Orthopaedic  Surgeon  attonds  at  monthly  intervals.

Midwif  o r.v  Sor vie o : 

A maternity  nurse,  appointed  by  the  Comty  Council  provided 
a domiciliary  service  in  the  district  under  the  County  Council 
Scheme.

Maternity : 

Beds  are  available  at  the  Maternity  Hospital,  The  Cliff e, 
Wynbunbury  which  servos  the  needs  of  Alsager  Urban  District  in 
addition  to  various  maternity  hospitals  outside  the  district. 

Mental  Health  Service: 

Duties  arc  carried  out  by  the  authorised  officer  of  the  Public 
Health  Corrmittee  of  the  County  Council*  The  Officer  for  the  Alsager 
Area  is  Mr.  R.E.  Broach,  1,  Gatefield  Street,  Crowe  - Private  address: 
180,  Crewe  Road,  Alsager* 

Prevalence  and  Control  over  Infectious  and  other  Diseases: 

There  were  24  cases  of  notifiable  diseases  under  the  Publio 
Health  Act  during  the  year  as  follows 


The  prevalence  of  cancer  is  higher  than  normal.  There  were  nine 
deaths  from  it  in  1954. 

Regarding  Vaccination  - it  is  now  carried  out  by  the  Practitioner 
concerned  and  a Record  Card  is  kept  and  sent  to  the  Divisional  Medical 
°ff  icer,Conglot  on.

I have  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  Year  1954* 


Water  Supply: 

The  Water  is  obtained  from  three  Boreholes,  Nors.  1,2  & 3 
situated  at  Audley  Road. 

The  water  is  fi It ered, softened,  and  chorinated  at  the  source. 
Two  Reservoirs  for  storage  are  situated  at  Mere  Lake  and  Hill 

Top, 


During  the  year  the  Council  havo  given  further  consideration 
to  a new  source  of  supply  and  are  proceeding  with  tho  preliminaries 
for  an  additional  supply. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal: 

The  Council  have  two  small  disposal  works  at  Day  Green  and 
Long  vi  ew  * 

The  works  at  Day  Green  are  old  and  are  now  overloaded  and 
consideration  is  being  given  to  modernising  and  enlarging,  Iongview 
are  in  need  of  extra  sludge  drying  lagoons  otherwise,  they  are 
generally  in  good  condition, 

Tho  sewage  from  tho  remainder  of  the  district  is  treated  at  the 
Royal  Ordnance  Factory  at  Radway  Greoo, 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal: 

During  the  year  the  Couicii  have  maintained  a refuse  collection 
system  with  one  vehicle  and  a team  of  four  persons.  One  Driver- Loader 
and  three  loaders  who  carry  out  a collection  of  just  over  seven  days. 

It  is  intendod  that  this  shall  bocomo  a regular  weekly 
collection, 

A number  of  earth  closets  still  remain  t o be  collected.
